New Provincial Parhament Build- 
ings. 


‘The press generally have of late been dis- 
casing the proposal of the Provincial Gov- 


ernment to erect new Parliament buildings 
in the city of Toronto, and with ono or two 
exceptions the idea has beea generally ap- 
proved of, ‘That a necessity does exiat for 
the erection of more suitable premises for a 
safodepository for the Parliamentary records 
doesnot admit of adonbt. Tho drainage 
of the present structure ia such aa to make it 
most unhealthy, and besides it is of so in- 
flammable a characterthat thorecords of tho 
Provineo, which are atored within ita walls, 
aro in constant danger of destruction by fire. 
Tn addition to all these objections is the 
that the present House of As- 
sembly is situated in a locality where noises 
of railroad aud steamboat whistles and other 
nuisances of such character abound— which 
sums up a catalogue of objections tho great 
weight of which eannot be ignored. 
Tho nocesalty for now Parliamentary 
buildings being thus conceded, tho quea- 


tion of alte naturally aroso, and thia has 
been aatiafactorily settled by the City 
Council of Toronto granting to the Gov- 


ernment their rightain a portion of the 
University park, which the Attomey Gen- 
eral indicated to that body would prove ac- 
ceptable.

Roberta’ 
ition is 80 strong that it cannot be auc 
couafully assailed, whilst roinforcementa are 
being pushed forward to his aid, The 
only good ground for fear appears to be 
that the natives may be able to provent 
the progress of theso reinforcements ; but 
the breech-loading riflesand light moun- 
tain guna aro weapons so efliclont that 
there ia the best of ground for hoping that 
the relieving army will win ite way to 
speedy junction with Roberta’ force. In 
such case the Afghans will bo speedily dis- 
porsed, aa tho British will thon be too 
powerful to be successfully resisted, 
Treachery and cunning have givon the 
enemy a brief adyantaga, That it will be 
only temporary and that Roberta and his 
gallant comrades in arma have a speedy 
triumph in store for them is what evury 
Britain hoartily desires.
